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The LAbT Days of Thiers.— Paris, 
September 6th. — Thiers is dead. No 
more will he be called Monsieur 
Thiers. He belongs to history. Death 
hns treated him "kindly, and struck 
him down in an instant. He had a 
few moments before worked as usual, 
walked quietly on that terrace of St. 
Germain whence Paris is discovered 
in all its splendor, lying in tho broad 
valley of the Seine. What were his 
thoughts on that last morning? Did 
he remember the time when he waa 
busy erecting batteries on the west 
hill, and ordering shells to be thrown 
on the revolutionary city, when the 
bridge was broken in front of the ter- 
race of St. Germain, when the Com- 
mune added the horrors of tho second 
siege to the horrors of tho first? or was 
he mediating what he would say the 
next day to Gambetta, with whom he 
had an appointment in Paris, at hii 
hotel in the Place St. Georges, rebuilt 
at the expense of the nation? A few 
days before he had received a friend 
of mine, and hj seemed full of hope 
and of confidence. He was sure of 
victory. Frauco would vote for the 
3G3 who had signed with him the pro- 
test against the TGth of May, and for a 
hundred Republicans more. He spoke 
of the Marshal with severity. His best 
friends were repeating everywhere that 
Thiers had no more personal ambition, 
that ho had exhausted all that earthly 
glory and ambition can give, but that 
political morality required he should 
return to power, wore it only for one 
day. He had suggested to Gambetta 
tho two words which end the speech 
for which the ex-Dictator is to be 
soon prosecuted, "so soumettre ou se 
demettre," meaning that there was no 
choice for Marshal MacMahon, in the 
face of a new Republican majority, but 
to submit to its dictates or or to resign. 
He felt that life was slowly ebbing; 
but the Republican papers gavo news 
every day of his exuberant health, of 
his gaiety, of his long walks. I hap- 
pened to meet him not long ago, in a 
shop on the Quui "Voltairo, whore old 
engravings are sold, (he was a great 
fancier of Marc Antonio's, Van Dyke's 
and Durer's engravings,) and I was 
much struck by the great change which 
had taken place in him. His face once 
so open, smiling and cheerful, had 
now a concentrated expression; there 
was more solemnity, there was almost 
sadness on tho waxen forehead, in tho 
chiseled lines of the narrow lips.— 
Nation .

PRACTICAL EDUCATION. 

The common school system may bo said 
to be on its trial. Perfection haa been 
claimed for it by enthusiasts; but we bavo 
reason to kuow that it is far from bticg 
perfect. There was never a machine 
or system designod by mortal that 
some other mortal could not improve. 
Man himself is a bundle of contrarities, 
consistencies and imperfections. Ho is 
capable of producing much that is good; 
but he is also the author of much that is 
bad. EJucation of the intellect will not 
make a good man. It but too often 
changes the character of his criminality, 
but it does not alter the bent of his incli- 
nation. The teaohor will take a child in 
the raw, fresh from the nursery, anil lead 
him on step by stop over tho thorny path 
and ut last send him forth to fight life's 
battlo a good scholar. But what has he 
done to enable him to turn the instruction 
he has imparted to good account? We 
have met men well up in the classics, ele- 
gant penmen, good arithmeticians, clever 
mathematicians — who lacked the one 
thing essential to success in life, a know- 
ledge of how to muko those splendid »d- 
vantagesof use to himstlf and society. We 
have seen, again, scores of young men in 
California aud hero whoso lives from their 
earliest childhood bad been one contin- 
ual atruggle, who had no early advan 
tages, who snatched what little education 
they had acquired from books during the 
few leisure moments they could spare 
from daily toil, and who succeeded 
in all thoy undertook, while the scho- 
lar failed. In a now country the 
man with the classics at his finger's ends 
has scarcely ever proved a match in busi- 
ness for the man whose educational ad- 
vantages were limited, but who had ob- 
tained, ■perforce, a practical education in 
th« workshop or the warehouse. Certaiu- 
ly, we do not wish to be understood as 
saying that every boy should be appren- 
ticed to a trade, or labor some time as a 
store-portor, or serve a term of years be- 
fore the mast, before he would have the 
slightest chance of success. But -wo do 
thiDk that a system of education which 
tends to make all its male eouolars politi 
cians, book-keepers, clerks, lawyers, 
clergymen, teachers, and doctors, and 
which does not turn out ft fair pro- 
portion of youths who are animated by a 
desire to learn same useful trade, or fol- 
low some one of tho many productive pur- 
suits, is a system that cannot stand the wour 
and tear of time. Does the educational 
system of this Province tend to give a 
practical bent to the minds of tho young 
who come beneath its influence? Are we 
educating young men aud women exclu- 
sively for the professions and the parlor 
and surrendering the kitchen and the 
workshop to the yellow pagans whose evil 
influence is making itself severely felt in 
the States south of this Province? "A 
little learning" may be "a dangerous 
thing;" but a head stuffed full of the 
the higher class of learning and deficient 
of a Single practical idea that will assist 
its possessor in earning for himself , live- 
lihood, is a head that the world can get 
along very well without, for it represents 
a useless mouth. People have got into 
the hahitof calling this a utilitarian age, 
and have grown fond of telling schoolboys 
to study hard und they may become great 
lawyers or judges or doctors, and then they 
turn to the girls and toll them fcbat if they 
study hard they may marry some noble- 
man in disguise aud have epirited faorso.s 
and elegant carriages, and footmen aud 
•errant.-*, and all tho parapuoruulia that 
wealth and position will buy aud attract. 
But no one ever seems to think of telling, 
the boyB about Miller, or I'ulton.or Watt, 
or Stephenson, or Howo; or tho girls that 
after tue practice of virtue und tidiness 
the highest aim of a woman (with the ac- 
quirement of a good, sound English, edu- 
cation) should be to keep her house in 
ordor:— that it is better to study Domestic 
Economy and learn how to hake, cook 
and sow than to study Greek or Latin, a 
knowledge of which, so far as ninety/nine 
out of one hundred persons find use for it, 
is mere rubbish. It is possible, indeed, 
to acquire a knowledge of Domestic Econ- 
omy and the classics, too; but if thoy are 
found to clash, tho ornamental ought to 
give way to the beneficial. Wo fear tliat 
the curriculum of our schools is not prac 
tical; that tin ro is a sad want of instruction 
in tho very things that would prove of valla- 
te the children when they giow up; that 
the useful is sacrificed to the ornamental; 
that there is wanting the solid substratum 
of useful knowledge on which meat renu 
tations aud great names have been reared 
in the pa-t; and that to mere show and 
not utility is whero tho present system 
tends.

EUROPE. 

London, Tuesday— A correspondent at 
Belgrade telegruphs that the govornment 
of Bosnia has informed tho Porto that 
most of the members of tho Bosuian pro- 
visional government are now on Austrian 
soil and requests that tho Porte apply for 
their interment. Russian emissaries are 
active in Bosnia and huvo succeeded in 
exoiting fresh insurrection on the Austro- 
Bosnian frontier. 

A VionDa dispatoh Rays tho rails sup- 
plied by Vienna merchants to the Rou- 
manian government for railways in Wah 
lachia having beon seizod in transit 
through Hungary the Vienna aabinot ask- 
ed for their immediate release. The Hun- 
garian cabinet refused, alleging that the 
rails are contraband. 

The Times' Paris correspondent tele- 
graphs the following:— It seems now set- 
tled that the Cabinet, abandoning the 
idea of resistance, will retiro by the 7th 
of November, or will merely hold office 
long enough to offer a justification of its 
policy. 

Constantinople, Oct. 28.— It is offi- 
cially confirmed that Ianiail Pasha, with 
forty battalions, effected a junction with 
Mukhtar Pasha's army which is now con- 
centrated in a strong position at Kooro- 
koi. 

A dispatch from Erzeroum says it is ru- 
mored that tho Russians from Ardahan 
are advancing on Olti. 

London, Oct. 28.— A special dated Er 
zeroum, Saturday evening, reports the 
situation very critical. A great battle 
imminent. 

General Zimmerman, commanding the 
army of the Dobrudscha, is bringing 
heavy siege train to Mejidjo to be used 
agaiust Silistria. 

Berlin, Oct. 28.— A debate in tho Prus 
siau Diot was concluded Suturday by 
rejection of tho vote of censure of th 
Government proposed by progressists an 
center in relation to the neglect of internal 
reforms and insufficient responsibility of 
the ministors. 

London, Oct. 28. — A telegram from 
Constantinople asserts that ono of the 
GeshofTs i3 still imprisoned at Phillipop 
olis, though he has beeu appointed TJ. S 
Consul. Maynard, American Minister, 
has supported Layard's representations in 
his favor. Tho affair will probably be 
settled shortly, but tho Porte refuses to 
rccognizo Geahoff's nomination as consul 
as ho is an Ottoman subject; moreover, h 
did not receive tho nomination until aftor 
his arrest.

House - Warming. 

Yesterday was the day appointed for tho 
Deluge Engine Company to take formal 
possession of their now engine house, and 
their brother firemen turned out in force 
to escort tho company to its now homo. 
A little after 3 o'clock the Union Hook 
and Laddor Conipuuy arrived at the old 
Deluge Houso on Yutos street, followed 
very shortly by tho Tigers, and about 3:30 
Haynes' Band struck up and tho various 
companies mingled together in a truly 
fraternal spirit, took the hoso carts in tow, 
then tho old hand engine, propelled by/ 
the Hook and Laddpr men, followed by/ 
auothor hose cart and that again by the' 
Tigers, drugging the steam engine. Iri 
thiB order the procession passod along 
Government stroet to Fort, up that street 
to Douglas street, along which they went 
to Johnson, to Government agaiu, and 
then turning up Yutos street paused at 
tho new house, while Mr. Spencer photo- 
graphed tho group from the top of Nas> 
bitt's bakery. 

Tho President of tho Victoria Fire De- 
partment, Mr. O. Hayward, then alluded 
in a very felicitous manner to tho happy 
occasion which called them together. Ho 
spoke of tho aid which the Government 
and Municipality had extended to the en- 
orgetic efforts of the Firemen to inorease 
the efHcioncy of tho department and hoped 
that tho manner in which their labors were 
evidently appreciated would nerve thorn 
to fresh exertions. Ho also congratulated 
the Delugo Company in particular on be- 
coming possessed of tho finest site in the 
town. It stood on a rising ground, thus 
giving a chance for them to get a good 
start boforo losing their Brat wind and it 
would be their own fault if they did not 
get first water (cheers and laughtor.) He 
paid a hiindsomo compliment to the chair- 
man of tho Building Committeo and ex- 
Chief Lohse for the unflagging industry 
which he had displayed in pushing on the 
erection of tlie splendid new house and 
called on him to como forward and hand 
over the key to the foreman of tho com- 
pany, Mr. McNiffo. 

Wm, Lob.de in porfoming this act allud- 
ed to it us a pleasant termination to his 
labors as chairman, apd displaying the 
blue ribbon with which the key was dec- 
orated, declared that it would prove a 
sign that tho company would always be 
true to tlieir motto, "Wo Strive to Savo." 

Mr. McNiffo tho Foreman in respond- 
ing declared that it was tho pioudest 
moment of his lifo and that it would 
require a Daniel O'Connell to do justioa 
to it. (Laughtor and cheers.) Ho thank- 
ed the Department for tho stylo in which 
they hod turned out to honor tho first 
occasion in Yietoria when one of the fire 
companies was installed iu a house of iti 
own standing on its own freehold, and 
concluded by inviting all present to lunch 
with thoDelngo Company. 

Throe cheers were hero called for by ex- 
Mayor Drummond and heartily respond- 
ed to. Tho apparatus having besn drawn 
into tho house all adjourned to the 
room over the engine room which was 
provided with tables to seat 150 guests 
and spread by Levy Bros, with cold 
chicken, ham and tongue, cold moats of 
every description, salads, etc., and a plen- 
tiful supply of liquors ranging in Btrength 
from claret up to bramly. The walls 
were decorated with exciting scenes from 
the life of the fireman and tho portraits of 
the doad and past Chiefs Keenun, John 
Dickson and Kelly, hunt: at tho end 
thereof. Tho Company were then 
marshalled to thoir ' seats. Fore- 
man McNiffe was the Chairman, 
having Mr. DeCosmos immediately on his 
right, next to whom sat side by side 
Messrs. Elliott and Walkom; on the left 
were Dr. Carrall and Dr. Trimblo, while 
Messrs. Smitba, Beavuu, Rcdfern, Court- 
ney, Jeffreo and a host of well-known Vio- 
toriaus wero in the near neighborhood. 
Mr. Joseph Searrf, tho Deluge Assistant 
Foreman, occupied tho vico-Chair. Pro- 
per attention having been paid to tho 
provender, the Ch.tirman roso and said 
that for the first timo in his life ho had 
tho honor of doing justice to Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen, and propos- 
ed her health, which was drunk with ap- 
propriate honoiB. 

Ex Mayor Drummond then roso and 
said he had a toast io propose which he 
was sure all would drink heartily, partic 
ularly when he showed thorn tho mourn- 
ing card on which it was written. It was 
tho Dominion Parliament, coupled with 
tho names of Mr. DeCosmos, tho nation- 
maker, and Senator Carrall, tho philoso- 
pher, Drank with musical honors. 

Tho Chairman having given warning 
that no politics wero to be allowed, 

Senator Carrall led off the ball. He was 
happy to have tho privilege of addressing 
in virtue of hi i otlieial position such a 
good looking and useful body of men 
who, with a courage worthy of the Turks 
at Plovua, wero always roady to make 
thomselvos a bulwark against lire for the 
city at large. Ho was proud of tho local- 
ity and of tho honor of having to address 
tnem on an occasion liko tho present. 
(Great cheering.) 

Mr. DeCosmos, in response to loud 
calls, made a sarcastic speech, in whioh, 
amidst much laughter, ho spoke of tho 
Upper House of the Canadian Legislature 
as old wonion, compared thorn to Abra 
ham, Isaac and Jacob and accusod them 
of having thrown away tho Nanaimo and 
Esquimalt Railway. (Dr. Carrall was 
heard during tho cheers and laughtor to 
cry out, "but I voted for it.") Tho nation 
makor then took credit to himself for 
having, with Messrs. Southgato, Hom- 
fray and J. M. Thain and one or two 
others, ''mado" tho U. H. & L. Company, 
and gave a history of tho department, 
which he was now delighted to seo had 
struggled on from tho days when tho 
momberi blanked down their own monoy 
until at tho present it would compare 
favorably with any ou the Contiuout of 
America, and after a long address, in 
which ho prophesied a great future for 
Victoria if all would pull togethor, thank- 
ed tho company in tho names of the Do- 
minion Parliament and sat down umjdst 
great cheering. 

Tho Chairman theu called on Mr. Rsd- 
forn to propose the health of the Fr*Tin« 
eial Parliament. 



Mr. Rsdfern did not think much would 
be required of him as he did uot think 
thoso present would like him to praise 
them to their faces, and ho would briefly 
proposo ihoir health, coupled with that of 
Messrs. Elliott and Walkem. 

The glasses having again clinked cn tho 
table, 

Mr. Elliott said that he felt it an honor 
to be invited, and also to be called ou to 
respond for the Provincial Houso. He 
was oonfidont that neither himself nor 
Mr. Walkem would transgress tho rulo 
respecting polities. His duty was to 
thank the Fire Department for the valua- 
ble services they had rendered during so 
many years paBt. Ho spoke of himself aa 
a kind of cockney, an Irish cockney, and 
-had always boon fond of going to fires, of 
which during his expt rionee both in Lon 
don and elsewhere he had seen niamy, but 
| 7tad never seen anything superior to tlie 
devotion of tho Viotoria firemen, and he 
did not think they had, or need have, any 
fear that thoy would be forgotten 
by himsolf or the Government of whioh 
he was tho leader. 

Mr. Walkem, who was next called on, 
thanked Mr. Redferu for the complimen- 
tary strain in which ho had spoken of the 
local Houso, and after a few allusions to 
the Abrahams, Isaacs and Jacobs of a 
former speaker, which wero received with 
shouts of laughter, proceeded to speak in 
a very friendly strain of tho gentleman 
who Bat beside him, comparing any little 
difforeucos they might have to tho squab 
bles of mothers over the beauties of their 
childron. Ho was glad to see that the 
present Government continued his own 
policy of Dupporting tho valuable institu- 
tion they wero assembled to honor, and 
hoped that both sides of the House would 
do bo, as thoy wore all iu opposition 
against firo. He again thanked thorn for" 
tho honor and sat down amid great cheer- 
ing. 

Mr. Humphreys also returned thanks 
for the honor and hoped ho would always 
merit tho confidence which hitherto had 
always roturned him at tho head of poll. 

Mr. Boavon did not intend to occupy 
them long as thoy had already been de- 
lighted with eloquence, regretted that 
ground was not Bet apart for tho fire com- 
panies when the city was being laid out, 
and thought something might yet bo done 
with the properly between Cormorant 
and Pandora streets. He thanked them 
heartily for the honor done him. 

Dr. Trimble hav.ng been three 
times Mayor could speak from ex- 
perience, and believed the Firomen of 
Victoria to be as efficient a body as could 
be found in America and as Speaker 
he thanked them for tho honor done tho 
Houso. 

Mr. Smithe, M.P., was glad to have an 
opportunity to present his congratulations 
to tno company on tho acquisition of so 
noble a building. He had taken great in- 
terest in the department since 1802, and 
he waa certain that no o'jo who reflected 
on the lurgo number of wooden buildings 
could fail to be astonisliod at our freedom 
from serious conflagration and this was 
mainly attributable to tho vigilance of 
the Firo Department. 

Want of space forbids our giving more 
than a list of the many toasts which wero 
afterward drank and tho names of thoso 
who proposed them in speoches which it 
would bo impossible to do justice to if 
room is to be found for any other views. 

Chief Engineer F. bnundors proposed 
the health of tho City Council. 

Responded to by Councillors Jeffree 
and Redfernand Mr. Leigh, C.M.C. 

Councillor Jeffreo then brought forward 
the toast of the evening, viz., "The Fire 
Department." 

Replied to by President Hayward, who 
said that tho ranks of tho Cjmpanios wero 
now full, numbering 05 men each, and he 
estimatod tho cost to the City at $1 per 
man, and for thata pull on the rope would 
summon 195 mon to defend tho City from 
fire. Ho proposod to draw on the City 
Council in six months for S750 to clear off 
the $750 due on the house. 

Councillor Rodfern said that could not 
legally be dono. 

Chief Enginoor Saunders then replied 
and said tho oompanies would all act up 
to their mottoes: Tho Tigers, " Upward 
and Onward"; and tho U. H. it L. Co. 
and Delugo Co. which together would 
road, " With willing hands we strive to 
save." 

Mr. Grancini also responded in a 
lengthy and ablo speech, during which he 
complimented Mr. Lohso, tho Chairman 
of the Building Committeo, vory highly, 
and reminded tho visitors that tho ban- 
quet at which ttiey were present was due 
to tho generosity of the Delugo Company 
and that they must not accuse tho De- 
partment of extravagance. 

Tho Assistant Engineer, Mr. Phillips, 
having said a few words was followed by 
Mr. Lohae who in reply to tho compli- 
ments of Mr. Grancini, said that ho had 
only dono his duty. 

Mr. Walkem followed with ono of his 
characteristically humorous speehes and 
proposed the health of tho Deluge Com- 
pany which was drunk in ohampaigne. 

Foreman McNiffe was glad ho had been 
defeated for the post of Assistant Engineer 
as it was the means of procuring him the 
greatest houor of his lifo, tho opportunity 
to reply iu tho present occasion. It was 
a great day for him and a great day for 
Ireland. 

The Vico Chairman, Asssistant Foreman 
Job. Sears, also made a brief reply, and 
then Dr. Carrall followed with tho pioneer 
firoman, Uncle Frank Richards. Mr. 
Bunster was similarly honored Tho Pre«s 
was responded to byMcs-rs.Collens forTiiE 
Colonist, and McDonald for tho Portland 
Oregonlan; after wioh Mr. Elliott propos- 
od the health of tho City Magistrate, to 
which Mr. Courtney briefly responded, 
and a few songs being sung, the proceed- 
ings conoluded about 8 o'clock with "Gud 
Save tho Quoen;" thus finishing ono of 
the ploasantost evenings Victoria has seon 
for a long time.

Municipal Police Court. 

(Boforo H. C. Courtnoy, Esq., P.M.) 

Tuesday, Oct. 30th. 

William Selleok, charged with supply- 
ing intoxicating liquor to Indians. 

Charley, an Indian, said ho got the hot- 
tlo ot gin from tho prisoner ou Monday 
night about 8 o'cloolt; guvo 81 for it; pri- 
soner wont into the Caledonian saloon for 
thogin. 

Tho cbbo was remanded for ono day to 
emiblo the prisoner to produce witnesses 
to prove that ho did not give tho Iudiun 
the gin. 

Jim, Billy, Johnny, and Tom, Bella 
Coola Indians, charged with having a 
quantity of mutton in their possession 
supposed to bo stolen. 

William Irving being sworn said, in 
answer to Mr. Hett, that ho was a farmer 
at Cedar Hill; saw tho prisoners for the 
first timo on Saturday last about 4 o'clook 
iu his futhor'a field; ^hoy were then onrry- 
ing moat; it was coverod with pine bush- 
es; ono of them had a gun; identified the 
gun produced us belonging to ouo of 
them; after they had passed witness, ono 
of them camo back for a picco of moat 
which ho had dropped; witness went back 
to seo whethor it was venison or mutton 
they had, and found a pieco of mutton fat, 
this was whoro they hud dropped tho 
moat when he firBt saw them; also observ- 
ed some small pine branches with blood 
on them; when the prisoners saw him go- 
ing to tho pluco whore thoy had dropped 
tho meat they started for town; witness 
thou went homo, got his rifle and went af- 
ter thorn ; Haw them next iu the bush at 
his brother's farm; three of them wero 
then carrying meat and ono of them a 
gun; Jim was the ouo carrying the gnu 
and was about 100 yards ahead of tho 
others; when ho (Jim) saw tho witness he 
spoko to tho others and they threw tho 
meat down and covered it ovor with 
leaves; witness thon went up to the In- 
diuus and had a good look at them in or- 
der to be able to recognize them at any 
future time; after which he went back to 
whero tho meat was hidden; Wm. Read 
who was working for witnesses' brother 
took tho meat (two hind quarters) down 
to tho houso; witness and his brother then 
wont back to catch tho Iudiuns. On 
the following morning witness found tho 
t wo forequarters of mutton at the pamo 
place whore they had hidden tho two 
bindquurters; took theso to his brothers 
place and put them with the two hind- 
quarters. Tho Indians said that they had 
a sheep, it was cultus heheo and thoy had 
killed it; Jim i-aid this. On the Sunday 
merniug found an axe head, 3 sheepos legs, 
and the neck of a sheep near where there 
had been a fire; this was within about 75 
yards of whero he saw the Indians first. 

Robert Irving being sworn, testified to 
having soen the four prisoners on Satur- 
day last about 4:30 p.m. ; they wore thon 
coming towards Victoria; ono of thorn 
had a gun, a powder horn and a littlo 
bag; did not soe them with any meat; his 
brother William was with him; he wont 
with his brother on account of what his 
brother had told him; his brother who 
was a littlo to tho front said he saw the 
prisoners hide some meut; they found 
two hindquarters; tho mutton was sent to 
witness' houso by Wm. Read; witnessand 
his brother following tho Indians over- 
took them on Carter's farm; asked tho ono 
carrying the gun if ho had killed a bheep; 
and they acknowledged having killed ono; 
in his opinion thero was no doubt that 
the sheepskin prod need belonged to tho 
body produced; part of tho tail was left 
on the skin; thero are sovoral shot marks 
ou tho slciu and thero is a shot in the 
head similar to the shot in the Indians 
bag; the feot and logs appear to belong to 
tho same sheep. 

William Edward Pears, said ho lived 
ou North Dairy farm; was foreman for 
Mr. Reynolds; identified tho sheepskin 
produced; found it in (he bush about 50 
yards from tho boundary lino of the North 
Dairy f'lrrn in Dr. Tolmie's field; tho skin 
was bidden under a quantity of leaves and 
earth; witness' dog found the skin;atonco 
formed tho opinion that the skin was of 
a sheep belonging to Mr. Reynolds and 
was one of a lot bought from Mr. Bow- 
kor; looked at the ear mark and found n 
holo iu the ear; that is Mr. Bowker's mark 
and is tho samo as tho remainder of the 
lot; from tho skin believed the sheep was 
a ewe; tho tail was on tho skinjfouud shot 
marks ou tho head. On finding tho skin 
brought it straight into town to Mr. Rey- 
nolds it was aftorwurds taken to the 
police; was of opinion that the skin pro- 
duced belonged to the mutton. The neck 
corresponds with tho head being cut off 
at the first joint; tho sheep is valuod at 84 
and upwards. 

Officer Morris testified to tho Irving 
Bros, coming to him on Saturday evening 
and telling him that they had four In- 
dians who had been out on their ranch 
and killed n sheep; took tho Indians in 
charge. Jim, ono of tho prisoners, had a 
gun, small Bhotbag, and powderhorn; 
whilst tho gaoler was searching tho pri- 
sonois Johnny was trying to work tho 
knife produced up tho sleeve of his shirt; 
thoro wero maiksof blood and fat on tho 
knife. 

His Honor considered that tho evidence 
was so conclusive that bo had no alterna 
tive but to send tho four prisoners up for 
trial.
